David Wayne, who stars with 
Paul Muni in Columbia Pictures’ 
“The Last Angry Man,” now at 
thetirescen cnr Theatre, took the 
Broadway route to Hollywood. 
Wayne was playing the role of the 
exuberant ensign in “Mr. Roberts” 
when filmland beckoned; he has 
been a part of the Hollywood 
scene ever since. 

Wayne was born in Travers 
City, Mich., and was educated at 
Western Michigan College, where, 
in his junior year, he turned in his 
text books to join the professional 
Academy Guild in Cleveland. Days 
he worked as a statistician, while 
evenings he worked with the 
group. He joined a Shakespearean 
repertory company, toured with a 
marionette show and then braved 
New York. Wayne’s initial hit 
show was “The American Way,” 
in which he played the son of 
Frederic March and _ Florence 
Edridge.

His portrayal as the leprechaun in 
“Finian’s Rainbow” won him his 
star status and he made his first 
trip to Hollywood for “Adam’s 
Rib.”

Genius is said to be an infinite 
capacity for taking pains and it 
is no accident that Paul Muni, an 
absolute perfectionist, consistent- 
ly turns in flawless performances. 
Currently, Muni is starred with 
David Wayne in Columbia Pic- 
tures’ “The Last Angry Man,” at 
the fecnceen es Theatre. 

Muni, almost a legendary figure 
of the stage and screen, creates 
his magnificent dramatic inter- 
pretations by carefully building 
each performance from scratch, 
complementing natural talent 
with dedicated effort. 

When he agrees to do a motion 
picture or a play, the first thing 
Muni does is tape-record the en- 
tire script, reading each part with 
no dramatics or tonal inflection. 
When stage one of “Operation 
Muni” is completed, he re-records 
the whole script, this time adding 
dramatic emphasis to each part. 
If he is at all dissatisfied with his 
reading, he will do it over and 
over again. 

In stage three, Muni records 
only his own lines, adding camera 
angles and direction. And then, 
just his own lines alone. Entering 
stage four, he next reads all the 
other players’ part to still another 
recorder, synchronizes the record- 
ers, and listens to the entire script 
in this way. The actor’s den is a 
mass of wires with as many as six 
recorders going simultaneously. 

When he is traveling to and 
from the studio, he carries with 
him a portable recorder so that he 
need not lose a single thought that 
might occur to him regarding the 
day’s shooting, or the one coming 
up. Muni is letter-perfect in his 
own part and in everyone else’s. 

Featured in “The Last Angry 
Man,” a Fred Kohlmar produc- 
tion, are Betsy Palmer, Luther 
Adler, Claudia McNeil and Joby 
Baker. Gerald Green’s screenplay 
is based on his own novel. The 
Columbia drama was directed by 
Daniel Mann and produced by 
Fred Kohlmar.

Magnificent Paul Muni, too long 
absent from the screen, once 
again is dazzling ...... Theatre 
audiences with another brilliantly 
conceived and executed perform- 
ance as “The Last Angry Man.” 
Long recognized as a rugged per- 
fectionist who works on his per- 
formances like a jeweler polishing 
a brilliant diamond, Muni here has 
wrought a gem of an interpreta- 
tion, another superbly individu- 
alistic and picturesque screen 
character.
